Wind and Snow Combing to Block 


Traffio—Aid to Farmers 


Climaxing a winter of heavy snow 
and low temperatures, a howling blie- 
zard swept down on Bassano and dis- 
trict last Saturday night and contin- 
ued almost unabated until Monday 
morning. Snow had been threatening 
since Thursday evening but no indi- 
cations of a storm of*such propor- 
tions were evident.

Drifte heaped up to a depth of 
three and four feet and on the level 
to a depth of six inches.

THE WEEK AT OTTAWA 


by Dr. F. W. Gershaw, M. P. 


At present, the building of new 
homes is not proceeding at a rate 
that will offset the inevitable decay 
of old homes. An investigation into 
the whole problem is being made by 
a committee at preseft. New York 
City was faced with this problem in 
1922 and granted tax exemption for 
new moderate priced dwellings for 
ten years if construction was start- 
ed within one year of April 1922. The 
plan proved to be very successful 
and there Was a great increase in 
building activity, The city benefit- 
ted by the increased demands for 
jabor, building material and other 
goods. Vacant lots became valuable 
and taxes were paid on them, Cana- 
da, according to statistics, needs an- 
nually about 80,000 new homes and 
© is being taken by the com- 
mittee to find meang of financing this 
program. : 

Sir George Perley at the age of 
78 is quietly leading the House, Bach 
day he talks with Mr. Bennett and 
gets general applause when he an- 
nounces that the Prime Minister's 
health is much improved. No prog- 
ress is being made with the tmport- 
ant legislation ag most of it is being 
held over till after Easter. 

In an editorial entitled “This Par 
liameut is Through,” the Ottawa Cit 
izen calls for a general election to 
clear the air. Therg have been six 
sessions already, and there are great 
problems facing the Canadian people 
at homg and abroad that could be 
more permanently dealt with by a 
government with a verdict fresh 
from the people. Little interest is 
being taken in the work of the house 
the debates arg quiet and the atten- 
dance tg poor. The private members 
on all sides of the House feel that 
they are not accomplishing anythin: 
what they hoped for in this session, 
and people generally are not taking 
much interest in the measures that 
have been brought down, e.g. Unem- 
ployment Insurance, Eight Hour Day, 
Weekly Day of Rest and the BEcono- 
mic Councl or Brain Trust. 

A rather unusual debate took place 
on Thursday on the Penitentiaries. 
The repulsive hanging by which cap- 
{tal punishment is being carried out 
is opposed by many, If life is to be 
taken the Blectric Chatr would be 
less objectionable. An investigation 
is being asked into the whole prob- 
lem to deal more particularly with 
the mental condition of convicts, the 
problem of isolating young persons 
as advocated by the Borstal System 
and the unequal sentences given by 
different magistrates for similar of- 
fences,

‘NEWSPAPERS | 


Mrs. Gostick Claims Finance 
Governe Newepaper 


Mrs. Qostick, speaker from the 
Social Credit headquarters in: Cal- 
gary, told a Bassano audience that 
newspapers are the mouth-pleces of 
finance in an address here Wednes- 
day night. “Read them,” she said, 
but don’t believe all of what you may 
read.” 

“Finance” sees that, the presg will 
print only what “finance” wants to 
print. The agents of finances are vic- 
tims of a vicious system and must be 
pitied and forgiven. They had no 
stamina nor back-bone—but don’t be 
fooled and deluded, 

Mrs. Gostick stated that the de- 
pressions and booms are all pre-ar- 
ranged, illustrating her point by quo- 
tations from the “Bankers’ Maga- 
zine.” 

The speaker said that the financial 
system ig sustained by props which 
are now crumbling, Thus a new sys- 
tem must be evolved, Export mark- 
ets, credit loans at home and sabo- 
tage of goods are the threg props 
which are crumbling under the sys- 
tem. 

The basic dividend ig not based on 


work and need not be repaid. It is 
based on unearned increment, It is 
not “something for nothing” but is a 


share of our cultural heritage which 
up to now has been withheld. 

Mrs. Gostick stated the eight in- 
dictments presented by Major Doug- 
las before the Banking Commission 
All the indictments were against the 
bolsterng Up of an obsolete financal 
system where greed, graft and pow- 
er are placed before humanity. 

Major Douglas stated that if we 
don't eliminate the present system 
it will eliminate us, followed by a 
military struggle or dictatorshin, 

The speaker condemned the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Bill because it 
didn’t touch the present unemployed 
and also because the employee was 
going to be “the goat” for the whole 
cost, 

Mr. Aberhart hag planned a struc- 
ture of a system based on a founda- 
tion of Major Douglas’ principles, 
which will solve the problem of dis- 
tribution, His structure consisted of 
a basic dividend and a just price for 
producers which would protect the 
producer and consumer on, a system 
which would eliminate povety and un. 
employment,

@ We think we have made it clear in earlier articles that varieties 
of wine have originated in differerit countries because of differences 
of soil and climate, and also differences in the ancient art of the 
vintner. Canada cannot produce vintage champagne for the simple 
| reason that Canada is not France, but Canada can and does produce 
her special wines that France cannot produce. We remember a 
great many years ago when we had our first drink of wine and it 
was eiltes native wine. At the time we did not understand the 
significance of the term. We thought it meant only that it was 
cheap wine. More aalaadel it should have been called Canadian 
wine, because the reference was to its Canadian nativity.

@ The culcure of the grape would be further advanced in this 
country if the first vineyardists had been content to develop the 
native vine, the rrss /abrusca. But Indians were not wine drinkers 
and knew little about grapes. Our ancestors, who knew about them, 
insisted on trying to grow in Canada, or we might say on the North 
American continent, the historic grape of Europe which provides, 
in its varieties, all the famous wines of that continent. We speak 
of the witis vinifera. So the early cultivators struggled to transplant 
this vine and failed unanimously. The truth is ic was not-native. Ic 
was subject to mildew, rot and other diseases, while the hardier 
labrusca, in the course of some thousands or millions of years, had 
developed its own protection against them. It had proved its fitness
